door of one of the side rooms. Under 
the big. wide chimney, with, its crane 
blackened by the funios of many yea. s 
of cooking, burns a fire of mixed peat 
and fir. In all likelihood an oaten 
cake is leaning against a griddle, hard- 
ening by the fireside. Ranged around 
the room are four legged stools, seats 
of plaited straw and a few chairs. 


Outside the house, to the left, runs 


a little TOW of cattle byres and fowl 
houses. 
On the right stands the turf 


stack, fifteen or twenty tons of peat. 
Attached to the cottage are four or five 
acres of arable land. 
The cottager 


owns two milk cows, a calf or two, a 
few pigs, perhaps a donkey, ducks, 
peese and hens aud on the hill some 
twoscoro sheep. These, with the sim- 
ple furnishings of his house, comprise 
his worldly goods. He raises meat for 
market. It is only on high days that 
be tastes flesh himself. -Potatoes and 
"stirabout" (oatmeal porridge) consti- 
tute his daily diet. Yet with all his 
relative poverty the Irish peasant is a 
sturdy citizen, and his boys and girls 
are strong limbed and 
ruddy, no 


"muddied oafs" or "flanneled fools." 
The Irish lad and the colleen, too, in 
their bare feet travel the stony roads 
itnd stnhhled fields with unconcern and 
climb .the hills us nimbly as the herds 
they tend. Most Of the girls are good 
looking. Many of tliem are beautiful. 


Work is the portion of every Irish- 


man. In the fields, in the peat bogs, 


the flocks, at the loom or at the 


soft black peat, layer after hiycr, each 
blacker, denser and containing more 
carbon than the one before, to a depth 
of eight, twelve and in the best bogs 
even twenty feet. With one stroke of 
his double spade, the blades of which 
are set at right angles, the digger cuts 
a clean turf and throws it over his 
shoulder to the bank above. There a 
man with a burrow gathers the turfs 
and wheels them away to dry ground, 
where they are spread out and left un- 
til the sun has drawn the water from 
them. Then they are piled up and lat- 
er carted home to build the turf stack 
by the cottage door, quite like an Amer- 
ican wood pile. 


The women and girls at all seasons 


have plenty to do Indoors, spinning and 
weaving the Irish linens and home- 
spuns which are famous round the 
world and working on their wonderful 
embroideries. This work the girls turn 
into play at their "sprigging camps," 
where all the lasses from one hillside 
or valley gather, bringing with them 
their embroidering materials and then-- 
stools. 
They meet in the home of 


each girl in turn, forming a circle in 
the center of the kitchen, while the 
boys of. the district sit around the 
walls, jesting with the girls and telling 
stories. At about 11 o'clock the camp 
breaks up, and the boys, shouldering 
the stools, convoy the girls home. 


In other cottages women sit knitting 


around the enormous fireplace, the men 
smoking their black clay pipes and 
swapping-stories which keep the chil- 
dren wide awake long after they should 
be In bed. At these sessions the sha- 
nachy, or traveling story teller, always 
meets with a hospitable reception. In 
olden times, before the spread of news- 
papers and printed books, story telling 
was a regular profession. Nowadays 
the best story teller is frequently the 
beggar man who, traveling over great 
areas, meets the shanachies of many 
parts and acquires a vast fund of tales, 
true and otherwise. Host exciting are 
his narratives of the doings of Finn 
Macoul and his warriors, of giants, 
fairies and banshees. 
In more than 


one of bis romances the hero is the-good 
St. Patrick himself, of whom he tells 
such tales as that of his conversion of 
Ossian, son of Finn. 


Ossian met a beautiful maiden, rid- 


ing on an enchanted white horse, near 
the lakes of Killarney. She told him 
she was Niam of the Golden Hair, 
daughter of the king of Tir-n-an-og, and 
that she had come to Erin to see him, 
whose great renown had reached her 
own country. He fell promptly in love 
with Niam, of course, and went back 
with her to Tir-n-an-og, where they 
were married. He remained with Niam 
for 200 years. 'Then he longed to sec 
Erin again and his old friends, and 
Niam said he might go if he would

Outside of Ireland and among those 


•who are not of Irish descent the com- 
mon knowledge of St. Patrick's life and 
labors extends no further than that it 
was he who converted the Irish to 
Christianity and that some strange leg- 
ends of his ministry are believed to the 
present day by the descendants ot his 
converts. To speak of St. Patrick 
among these as a great editor would 
dQubtless arouse incredulity. 


Yet one of Patrick's most important 


works-in Ireland and one which sur- 
rounded' him with, an undying glory 
even before his canonization was done 
in an editorial capacity. He and his 
associate bishops edited the Brehon. 
code of laws, the great ornament of 
the pagan civilization, so as to make it 
conform in all its parts with tbe word 
of God. Perfectly fair and just, the 
code was still permeated with the su- 
perstitions of the old idolatry, and the. 
faarmony of society demanded their ex- 
purgation when the new order came. 


A Roman subject, St. Patrick has 


been praised for his forbearance in re- 
fraining from injecting into the Irish 
code the essence of Roman law, but it 
is not certain that he was familiar with 
the latter. .Torn from his native Gaul 
by a predatory Irish band when scarce-, 
ly sixteen, be became thoroughly Irish 
in his years of slavery in Ireland. This 
is made evident by the fact tBat Latin 
was to him a foreign tongue when he 
escaped to Gaul to prepare for the 
priesthood. 


But what Patrick and his Episcopal 


assistants could do in editing the code 
was to give special privileges to the 
clergy. It was not to be altered again, 
and all was left in their hands. That 
the new priesthood required new privi- 
leges would be the easiest thing imagi- 
nable to demonstrate to the new eon- 
verts. 


What was done? In the Brehon law 


there was the dire fine" or full honor 
price which might be imposed on each, 
according to bis dignity, for the heavier 
offenses, among which, by the way, 
was lying.
